1 was in Livingston, sitting ina 
mustard yellow house with the 
United Farm Workers of America 
emblem painted on the outside 
This office, with it’s simple struc- 
ture and cluttered masses of UFW 
information, people going in and 
out seemed somewhat out of place 
to be battling the Gallo winery and 
causing the Gallo brothers much 
stress. 

It is indeed a stark contrast to 
the sterile $4 million complex 
which houses the Gallo business of- 
fices. 

Yet here it is and the Gallo 
brothers are sure of its location. 

| went through the screened 
porch and into the office with it's 
wood - burning stove and desks 
piled high with literature. People

To be classified before the strike 
and have been on strike since then 
he must not have found other gain- 
ful employment. These challenged 
votes will decide who won the 1975 
election. 

All sides of the struggle, UFW, 
Teamsters and Gallo have sub- 
mitted briefs to the ALRB for the 
board to make the final decision. 
That process has stalled due to the 
lack of funding of the ALRB, 
largely due to grower lobbies wor- 
king against the organization. 

The UFW is now circulating a 
petition in the state to obtain per- 
manent funding for the ALRB 
through the initiative process But 
the UFW is running out of ume.

Impeachment hearing 
continues next week

Impeached ASI President John 
Giannoni failed Tuesday in a 
defense move to dismiss articles of 
impearhment on the grounds that 
charges were too vague and failed 
to specify statutory and 
constitutional violations 

The two - hour meeting did not 
address any specific charges 

In Giannoni's opening 
statement, he said that his right to 
discovery had been violated 

ASI Attorney General Ron 
Toirac explained that the articles 


of impeachment were so vague they 


demed Giannon his right to 
prepare an adequate detense. On 
these grounds, Giannoni then 


moved for dismissal of — the 
impeachment document 

After discussion of a series of 
motions to exclude any potential 
witnesses in the case, the senate 
finally voted to conduct an open 
hearing 

Senate Chair Jim Hollenback 
announced early in the meeting 
that the president had requested 
the hearing be conducted in open 
session with a limited audience 
Giannont tater. withdrew his re- 
guest until procedural questions 
vagueness of the

4 number of other procedural 
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matters were settled. Senator Jean 
Hoffman introduced a motion that 
each article of impeachment be 
voted on separately. The senate 
concluded that if the president 
were convicted of any of the nine 
articles of impeachment, he would 
be legally removed from office 


Hollenback introduced a 
motion, later approved, requiring a 
quorum of 14 senators be present 
at all during any 
impeachment hearing

Prosecutor Clayton Caples 
argued that he had been available 
from the moment the charges had 
been presented to Giannom and 
that no call fora discovery hearing 


had ever been issued 


“Its the body (senate) who has 
not called for the discovery.” 
Caples said 

“The hearing of discovery 1s 
only called when there is something 
to discover,” responded Giannons 
‘There is no possibility for a hear- 
ing of discovery.”

“Look. when Gallo announced 
that the Teamsters were represen- 
ting their workers, the U FW called 
a strike and over halt the workers 
at Gallo joined the picket lines 
Gallo just hired other workers to 
replace the ones on strike and fired 
the strikers. The tact that the 
workers joined the picket lines was 
evident of which union the workers 


supported.”

“Some things did happen, but 
the violence or whatever was never 


sanctioned by the lL FW. 1 mean

“The workers also complained 
about the fact the LEW would 
make them take a day off work and 


go picket somewhere. How about 


that”” 

“Evervbody had to do their 
share for the union, if that meant 
supporting a picket tine” or 
whatever. Look, the union was 
good, the workers had the power, 
not the company. It wasn’t an 
everyday occurance for people to 
be called to picket.” 

“But that may have hurt the 
FW in the end.” 

“I dont know. How do you 
measure’? Some people complain 
The Portuguese 
are usually quiet and many of them 
stay at Gallo because they are get- 
ting old. The Anglos don't com-

They would 
not let Aggie Rose into the fields, 
when at the same time they (Gallo) 
were letting the Teamsters come 
around the camps, and organize in 
the fields. “One time the super- 
visors lett the fields and about 30 
Teamster organizers walked right 
in to get workers to sign cards. | 
wish they would answer why the 
Teamsters had free access to the 
fields.” 

“Do you think the Teamsters 
pressured the workers into signing 
the authorization cards?” 

“Sure, they would be going in 
and even telling the workers that if 
they didn’t sign they would be out 
of a job, actually, they were doing 
things, like just telling the workers 
they were signing a roll sheet and 
then go to others and state that his 
frend had signed with the 
Teamsters and that he should 
also.” ; 

“Did the UFW practice that 
type of pressuring?” 

“In ‘73 there was some in- 
timidation, but our strikes are mild 
compared to the Teamsters. You 
can’t winelections and contracts by 
intimidating the workers. That's 


not our way to get elections and 


contracts. | don't think the UFW 
would have fired. or replaced the 
If we could have had a 
tree election in ‘73, there would not 
have been a boycott.”

“You (Americans) just want to 
put something in the body and let it 
do all the work for you!” said Cary 
Nosler, alias “Captain Carrot,” 
during a recent speech in the 
University Union for the National 
Food Day Seminar 


Taking care of one’s self should 
be a constant, daily process —- not 


simply to be neglected until a 
problem occurs, claimed Nosler, 
Sacramento's known, 
natural hfestvie commentator 
Nosler said that people are con- 
tinually complaining that they 
don’t have time to take care of their 
bodies. “That's nonsense,” he said 
“| you haven't got time, it’s because 
you haven't adjusted your lifestyle 
so that the meaningful things in life 
take priority over other little trips.” 
People should try experimen- 
ting with diffezent lifestyles, 
philosophies, and exercises in 
order to discover what makes them 
fee! the best. Noslez said he wished 
people would “just do something 
instead of only talking about it.” 
For example, he added that if 
people would just vary their ac- 
tivities occasionally, then they 
would become more energetic. Be- 
ing tired is a constant complaint of 
most people, which Nosler said can 


well 


be remedied by simply trying 
something new 
“Everything has a_ natural 


rhythm and a natural cycle.” said 
Noster People should 
philosoohically find the pattern 
that suits their own personal needs 
and desires 

Nosler claimed that the 
healthiest people live by their own 
personal, standardized schedules.

“The more order you can put into 
vour life, the more you will find 
that your body will be able to res- 
pond to what you're doing.” he 
said 

“The body is basically lazy and 
has a tendency to get back to the 
way it is already screwed up.” said 
Nosler. He warned that people 
should be constantly aware of how 
they're treating their bodies 


Nosler said that people should 
also partake in activities that use 
the body's more basic functions. “If 
you've got a tree in your yard 
swing from it,” he advised 


“By the time you're 60, literally, 
you've shrunk an average of two 1n- 
ches from the time you were 20,” 
said Nosler. This is due to peoples’ 
neglect of these basic functions, 
which causes weakened muscles 
that can’t adequately support one’s 
frame any longer 


In answer to a question on nut- 
rition’s corrective role, Nosler said, 
“We have the opportunity via 
techpology to be as healthy as 
anyone ever had the opportunity to 
before.” 


Nosler said “the scope would be 
unlimited” if. people would just 
take advantage of modern 
technology. People must now start 
‘concentrating on nutrition and 
begin creating a condusive at- 
mosphere of exercising, he added 


“In some ways, people don't 
realize how much of a facade some 
of our educational institutions 
are,” said Nosler, a former CSUS 
psychology major. “Although 
students are becoming more 
educated, they are missing out on 
these basic living skills.”

As long as there are mystery 
movies to be made, Alfred Hit- 
cheock will be a master. In Family 
Plot he takes a scheme about an 
old, wealthy woman trying to find 
a missing heir through the aid of a 
phony spiritualist and guides the 
two - sided mystery tale with an 
underlying theme of double iden- 
tity to an intense climax 

Barbara Harris is Blanche, the 
mystic, and Bruce Dern ts the cab - 
driving boy {mend posing as a 
lawyer. Together they set out to 
find the missing heir, Eddie Shoeb- 
ridge. brilliantly portrayed dy 
William Devane who played John 
Kennedy in the TV special “Mis- 
siles Of October.” After dis-
